A MATTER FOR 
CONSIUBRATIO3S. 


Can the live stock and farming in- 


terests of Nevada support a State gov- 
ernment without excessive taxation? 
That is the question which has been 
asked several prominent stockmen and 
farmers and the answer invariably has 
been an emphatic "no." 
The stock- 


men argue that the ranges throughout 
the State are stocked to about their 
full capacity and that oattle and sheep, 
except in a few favored localities, 
must be fed on hay from two to four 
months in the year to keep them alive, 


that if they are wholly

there is a failure of crops in other 
countries. There will be no demand 
for vegetables, except to supply farm 
and stock ranches and those engaged

Are those assertions well founded ? 


Can Nevada maintain a State govern- 
ment with its silver mines closed? 
These are questions which every tax 
payer should 
consider. 
We must 


maintain a StatePrison, an Asylum for 
the insane, a home for the orphans and 
a State University. 
The aotual run- 


ning expenses of these institutions, 
not including necessary improvements 
and repairs to buildings nor tbe care 
of the deaf, dumb and blind, is about 
$100,000 a year. 
Other expenses in- 


cident to the maintenance of a State 
government increases the expenses to 
about $200,000 a year. 
The agricul- 


tural and stock interests cannot stand 
that outlay. 
Therefore, unless large 


storage reservoirs f nr water are con- 
structed and large areas of land now 
producing nothing more valuable than 
sagebrush are reclaimed, the people 
of Nevada cannot maintain a State 
government if the silver mines of the 
State are permanently closed. 


Do oar gold friends in Nevada want 


the Silver State obliterated from the 
map and a star effaced from the galaxy 
of the Union ? If not why do they per- 
sist in advocating a policy, which if 
carried into effect ia certain to bring 
about that result. Has their desire for 
power and fondness for olflce over- 
come their manhood and patriotism ? 


- Are they willing to barter the inter- 


ests and welfare of the commonwealth 
for self-aggrandizement ? 1C not what 
is their motive for advocating a finan- 
cial policy the success of which means 
the destruction of the great industry 
of Nevada and the ruin and desolation 
of two-thirds of the villages of the 
State. 


THIS BANK 
OJ? KNGLAND AND 
SII/VJEK. 


The semi-annual meeting of tlie direc- 


tors of tho Bank o£ England was hsld 
on Wednesday at which the Governor, 
in reply to questions, said the bank 
had no negotiations with the United 
States Monetary Commissioners. He 
further stated that the bank had bought 
no silver. "All we have done," said 
the Governor, "is to agree under cer- 
tain circumstances, one of which is the 
opening of the French mint to silver, 
to carry out what is permissible under 
the charter of the bank." 


It is announced that the charter of 


the Bank of England permits it to hold 
one-fifth of .the amount of its note 
issue in silver, provided always that 
the French mint is open to the free 
coinage of silver, and that the price at 
which silver is procurable and saleable 
is satisfactory. 


That is the best that can be ex- 


pected from England 
for silver at 


present. The money power of that 
country is opposed to free coinage. It 
can make more money and fiet foreign 
products cheaper by Laving gold the 
standard of value and it is not going to 
voluntaiily relinquish a good thing to 
benefit other nations. If silver was re- 
monetized England would have to pay 
about two dollars a- bushel for wheat 
instead 
of less 
than one-half that 


amount, while the present scarcity of 
breadstuffs continue?. In 1891, when 
there was more available wheat on tbe 
markets than there is to-day, wheat 
sold at $1 15 per bushel in Chicago. 
Now with short crops in Europe and in 
India wheat Dells at 93 or^ 94 cents per 
bushel in Chicago. 
Eng'land is the 


greatest purchaser of American wheat 
and it is not going to favor the re- 
monetization of silver and advancfc 
the price of wheat aud other articles 
which it purchases in the United States 
to oblige the farmers of this country. 
The English money lender knows that 
bis ngenta in the United States, by lib- 
eral contributions to Mr. Ha/ina'o cam- 
paign fund, have secured adherence to 
the single gold standard until the next 
election and he p-ill not consent to 
changing a policy that he finds so 
profitable.

sible in its charter, viz., to hold one- 
fifth silver against its note issue. The 
Gazette says the letter of the Governor ia 
meaningless so far BS practice is con- 
cerned, but deplores the fact that the 
bank has budged from its principles. 
It ia claimed that gold is wanted against 
notes and that an old statute, passed 
when silver bore a different characte^ 
should not be brought up a t the bidding 
of those who wish to dispose of silver. It 
is also claimed that the bank's reset ve 
is not so large that it can be tinkered 
with. Robert Benham, a prominent 
banker, who holds ,£10,000 of stock as a 
trustee, has notified the bank that he 
will sell if the proposed policy is in- 
augurated, and other trustees will do 
the same.
